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Strong quake shakes Mexico, breaks bridge 


MEXICO CITY AFP) -

ICO yesterday causing a 
bridge to collapse in the 
south and sending peo¬ 
ple fleeing into the cap¬ 
ital's streets as buildings 
swaved. 

N'f'exico City, a naeg- 
alopolis ol; 20 million 
people, escaped inaior 
damage and injuries as 
residents evacuated homes 
and offices. 

Hundreds ol; tourists 
calmly left their hotels in 
the Pacific resort of Aca- 
ulco and returned after a 
ew minutes. 

But a large chunk of a 
road’s bridge collapsed 
in Teepan de CFaleaiia, 
near the epicenter of the 
earthquake in sou th ern 
Guerrei'o state, according 
to a picture posted by the 
state s public safety agen¬ 
cy on Twitter. 

Guerrei'o state author¬ 
ities were reviewing the 
region's infrastmeture for 
any damage. None was 
repo It ed in the state cap-

ital, Chilpancingo. 

The US Geological Survey said the quak^e was centered 15 kilometers (eight 
miles) north of Teepan de Galeatia and 277 kilometers (172 miles) southwest 
of Mexico City. 

Th e earthquake had a depth of23 kilometers. The USGS initially measured 
it at a magnitude of 6.3 before revising it down. 

As the earth shook. Finance Minister Luis Videgaray was delivering a 
speech and stopped mid sentence. 'Tfit’s alright wi th you, we will take a break 
because it is shaking,” Videgaray calmly to Id the audience, 

Mexico’s National SeismcMogj’ Service reported at least two aftershocks of 
5.1 and 4.9 naagmtude. The US Pacific Tsunami Warning Center said there 
was no widespread threat of destructive waves.

Chamber of Commerce 
is concerned about the 


public finances 


Oranjestad — The Aruba Chamber of Commerce and In¬ 
dustry IS quite concerned about the situation of the public 
finance and the running cost of the government, especially 
now witli the ongoing negotiation with the syndicate that 
represents the public 
The 


serv^ants. 

chamber is in agreement with the plan of the gov¬ 
ernment to raise the age of retirement of public employees 
to 65 years, the same Tor the private sector. It should take 
effect m the same manner, where the Social Security eligi- 
biliy will rise in increments starting in 2015 through 2024. 
In this manner, when a public em^ovee departs with their 
government job, they \\-nl then be abfe to begin with theit 
social security benefits. 

IxvK ftilly understand s the need for the government to re¬ 
structure the civil ^vorkers pension ftind, (APFA) Presently, 
the employers’ contribution is unsustainable. As it exists, for 
every Aaibati florin of salary; the goveimment must donate 
more than .30 cents; this cannot continue. For comparison, 
in the private sectors, Aaiba now has a reE^ilation requiring 
contnbutions for an obligatoiy pension, where tor each florin 
ot salatyf the employer and employee each pay 3%. This is 
above and bev^ond the combined premium of 14.5.% that is 
the combined contribution tor social security from both em¬ 
ployer and employee. 

The large amount that th e govern iTient uses to pay the extra 
premium to benefit the public serv^ants comes trom the ta.x 
ftind to which eveiyf^ citizen contributes. It is logical that the 
pension ftind system must be changed, which makes it less 
attractive for the public seivant. because either he earns less or 
he must pay a higher premium 
what tne C ha mb er of Commerce doesn’t agree with is that 
tor the public serv^ants must get a reward by means of the “in- 
dexering”. Hypothetically, tne government financial situation 
is so alarming that an increase by^ means of the indexerjng 
clause in their contract, means it must borrow more money 
to meet this obligation. It is an imperative at this to lower 
the government expenses, especially the public ser\'-ants’ sala- 
ly. Despite that, the government must borrow a considerable 
amount which can be between 300 to 400 million Ambaii 
florins 

The indexermg also represents an ever increasing public 
debt. We must not forget, as was illustrated in the presenta¬ 
tion of last April 15, during the Annual KvK Business Din¬ 
ner, the govei'nment is operating wath a 140 million payroll 
since 2009. They have 7500 civiT serx'ants collecting monthly, 
with indications of an extra 18,000 florins accruing annually, 
per person, directly out ot the government coffers 
It is very import ant to share our benefits in a reasonable 
way. Additionally, we are under the scrutiny of international 
interests that are charged with e\"a]uatilig our economic and 
financial situation. Because o f4is, It is imperative not to 
send the wrong signals, creating the impression that 'there is 
more to come' If the government’s main problem is to lower 
personnel expenses, it is simply illogical to continue to in¬ 
crease it

Boston marathon bomb suspect 
challenges death penalty 



WASHINGTON (Af P) - Law¬ 
yers for Boston Marathon bomb¬ 
ing; sLispect Ozhokliar Tsaaiaev 
have asked a US coiiiT to mie 
out capital ptiiiisliment for their 
client, after last month’s botched 
execution of a US inmate. 

In documents filed late Wednes¬ 
day, Tsarnaev's legal team asked 
the judge to take the d eath penal¬ 
ty' ofi^ the table in the federal cap¬ 
ital minder case against Tsarnaev, 
accused in twin bombings that 
killed three people and injured 
264 in April of last year 
''Tlie defense... reqirests tliat the court strike the death penalt)^ as a 
possible punishment/’ the lawyers wrote. 

Their petition invoked “mouiiting evidence tliat innocent people 
liave actually been executed in recent years in the United States ’ 

The defense lawyers also cited ''public a nd w odd wi d e revul si on 
over the recur ling spectacle of botched executions’" — including one 
in Oklahoma on April 29 that left a convicted killer wmtliing in ag¬ 
ony after the state administered an untested ledial iiriection protocol. 

Tsartraev’s attorneys in their court filing also citecTthe "nearly total 
{and increasing) isolation of the United States as an executing nation 
among the demociatic countries of the woiid.” 

Dzhokliar Tsarnaev and liis older brother Taniedan allegedly car¬ 
ried out the attack near the finisli line of the Boston JMarathon, using 
pressure-cooker bombs hidden in dieir backpacks. 

Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 26, was shot by police days after the bombings 
during an extensive manhunt. 

UzhcJvliar, 20, was wounded but taken alive and now is awaiting 
trial on 30 federal cliaiges.

US steps Up sanctions against 
Syrian regime 


WASHINGTON (APP) - The 
United States stepped up pressure 
yesteiday against Syria’s gov- 
erimient, slapping saiicrions on 
senior Syrian ofneiaK a Russian 
bank atid stare-cfvvned oil refin¬ 
eries. 

Tlie sanctions target six setuoi 
officials of the regime of Syrian 
Hresidenr Basliar al-Assad, in¬ 
cluding Ills strategic affiiirs ad¬ 
viser, Brigadier General Bassam 
al-Hassan, the US Treasury De¬ 
partment said in a statement. 

Moscow-based Tempbaiik and 
Mikhail Gagloev, a senior execu¬ 
tive of the bank, were targeted for 
providing millions of dollars in 
casli anti fiiLincial services to the 
Sy lia n govei iim eiit, i nci udi ng 
the central bank and SYTROL, 
Syria’s state oil npiketing fiim. 

Ttie Banias Refi nery^ Llmipany 
and the Homs Refiner)-' L’ompa- 
ny were identified for sanctions 
as part of the Syrian government. 


"Today's designation bitilds 
on Tieasur)-''s oigoing efoits to 
apply economic pressure on the 
Syrian goveiiniieiit by chokiig 
oft access to the international h- 
nandal system,” said David Co¬ 
hen, Treasury's under secretary 
for terrorism and financial intel¬ 
ligence, in the statement. 

“We are committed to deter¬ 
ring those who coiitiibute to 
violence and iiistabilit)' in Syria, 
and Will continue to aggressive¬ 
ly target individuals and entities 
supporting the Assad regime.” 

The sanctions forfiid US dri¬ 
ven s or businesses from transac¬ 
tions with them and freezes any 
assets they may liave in a US ju¬ 
risdiction. 

Tlie United Stares now Iras im¬ 
posed sanctions on neariy 200 in¬ 
dividuals and entities since unrest 
began in Syria three years ago as 
rebels attempted to oust the As¬ 
sad l eg me.

With about three-quarters of ballots counted, the ANC liad gar¬ 
nered a thumping 63 percent of the pcjjiilai vote, spelling a par¬ 
liamentary majorit)' big enough to hancT embattled President fa cob 
Ztima a second five-year term. 

ANC spokesman Jackson MtheJiibu said the 102-year-old part)' 
— w'lirch lias held pow'er since helping to end apartheid in 1994 — 
w-oLiid ultimately receive “an overtvlieliiiing mandate” from voters.

‘*The students will pursue their fight tor 
rights,’" he said. 

- Key hearing delayed - 

The police action came just hours before 
an announcement that a hearing for jailed 
opposition leader Leopoldo Lopez, set for 
yesterday, had been postponed. 

“The tribu nal has deterred the prelimj- 
naiy' hearing for Leopoldo Lopez, who has 
again been transferred to the Ramo Vei'de 
militaiy prison."’ said a statement from 
Lopez"s Popular Will party. 

The announcement did not specify a new 
court date. 

“What are they afraid of?" Ot the truth? 
They know I should be freed,” the party via 
Twitter, quoted Lopez as saying. 

The Harvard-eaucated economist has 
been in custody at a military jail since Feb¬ 
ruary 18 for allegedly inciting deadly vio¬ 
lence during the anti-government protests. 
He was arrested in the midst of a massive 
opposition rally. 

The arrests of Lopez and other opposition 
leaders have stoked the demonstrations, and 
their release was one of the conditions set 
by the opposition m talks aimed at ending 
the crisis. 

The talks have sujdered stops and starts 
since they began, with some sessions post¬ 
poned at the last minute. 
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Russia orders Ukraine to 
pre-pay for gas 


MOSCOW(AFP} - Russia 
ordered crisis-hit Ukraine 
yesterday"' to pay upfront for 
all its future natural gas de¬ 
liveries because of bi llions of 
dollars in outstanding debts. 

The largely-anticipat¬ 
ed an n ou n c ement i mperi Is 
supplies to a large swathe 
of the European Union be¬ 
cause nearly 15 percent of 
all Russian gas consumed b'^"' 
the 28-nation bloc transits 
th rough Ukraine. 

Ukraine has refused to 
meet the deadline in pro¬ 
test over Russia"s decision 
to nearly double the price it 
charges its neighbour for gas 
imports following the Bda- 
rtiary overth row of a Krein- 
lin-backed regime m Kiev. 

Ru ssi a" E en ergy" mi ni st ly^ 
said Ukraine had missed a 
Wednesday deadline to pay^ 
debts w"orth $3.5 billion and 
that all gas sent to the ex-So- 
VIet State starting June 1 will 
have to be paid in advance.

“Russia is introducing 
pre-payment regime for gas 
deliveries to Ukraine,’" Ener- 
gv Minister Alexander No¬ 
vak said in a statement. 

Novak noted that Presi¬ 
dent Via dimir Putin had last 
month warned in a letter 
to 18 EU nations that Rus¬ 
sia would require Ukraine 
to mak“ pre-payments un¬ 
less Ell rope helped covet its

ABUIA (AFP) - Nigeria’s 

president said yesterday that 
Boko Haram"s mass ab¬ 
duction of more than 200 
schoolgirls would mark a 
turning point in the battle 
against the Islamists, as world 
powers joined the search to 
rescue the hostages. 

P resid ent G o o d 111 c k [on- 
ath an’s ad m i ni st rati on h as 
strtiggled to contain Boko 
Haram "s bloody five-vear 
uprising and experts liave 
questioned whether Nigeria 
can end the violence without 


help. 

“1 believe that the kidnap 
of these girls \vill be the be¬ 
ginning of the end of terror 
in Nigeria,” Jonathan told 
delegates at the World Eco¬ 
nomic Fortim, thanking 
Britain, China. France and 
the United States for their 
offers of help to rescue the 
hostages. 

The four world powers 
have pledged vaiy^ing levels 
of assistance to track down 
the girls whose April 14 mass 
abduction from a school in 
Chibok m northeastern Bor- 
no state has sparked global 


outrage. 


Jonathan's comments ech¬ 
oed those of US President 
Barack Obama earlier in the 
week.

Trinidad and Tobago -- Closures 
of hotels and cruise ports due 
to outbreaks of communicable 
diseases, environmental challenges 
like dimate change, and poor 
health and wellness in the tourism 
workforce, can result in significant 
losses in revenue. These were the 
major catalysts for the Caribbean 
Public Health Agency (CARPHA) and 
the Caribbean Tourism Organisation 
(CTO) partnering to address issues 
affecting health and tourism in the 
Caribbean region. 

During CARPHAs Health Research 
Conference in Aruba, last Friday, 
CARPHA and CTO launched its 
innovative Regional Tourism and 
Health Programmegeared at 
strengthening the links between 
tourism, health and environment 
for more resilient and sustainable 
tourism in the Caribbean. 

Minister of Tourism of Ant%ua 
and Barbuda, John Maginley, a 
long standing champion in the 
Region for the establishment of 
this Programme and one of the first 
to invest seed funding, delivered 
the keynote address at the launch 
meeting. Minister Maginley recalled 
hotel experiences in which millions 
of dollars in revenue were lost 
because of food-borne illnesses 
and other health problems. He 
said negative events can cripple 
the R^ion's tourism industry and 
recognized the need for training, 
standards and dear regional 
protocol s to protect the indu stry. 
Minister Maginley believes that this 
Programme will change the way 
the Caribbean moves forward with 
tourism and will create a new brand 
awaren ess. 

Premier and Minister of Tourism 
of the Turks and Caicos Islands, 

Dr. Rufus Ewing, said that tourism 
is the mainstay of many of the 
economies of Caribbean nations 
and contributes to more than 50 
per cent of their gross domestic 
product (GDP). However, he also 
pointed out that the tourism 
industry is constantly under threat 
as the speed and frequency of travel 
from other regions bring new and 
emerging diseases and he described 
recent first-hand experiences with 
norovirus outbreaks on cruise 
ships that spread to the resident 
population. He explained that 
an adverse event on one island 


in the Caribbean is generalized 
in international forums, as being 
the Caribbean as a whole, and 
in turn negatively impacts the 
tourism industry of all islands. Dr. 
Ewing added that along with an 
increasing number of violent aimes 
and reduced safety of visitors and 
residents alike, collaboratWe action 
becomes aitical, if the Region is to 
achieve a profitable and sustainable 
tourism industry. 

Executive Director, CARPHA, Dr. 

C. James Hospedales, noted that 
outbreaks of food and water-borne 
diseases may be the most common 
health problem in visitors with 
major negative economic impact. 

He said "in the early 2000's, within 
a five-year period, losses of over 
US$250 million were estimated to 
have occurred in the Caribbean 
tourism industry due to preventable 
outbreaks.' 

Further, Dr. Hospedales spoke of 
major environmental challenges 
including beach water quality. He 
said hotels and tourism facilities 
face challenges of water and 
energy conservation to reduce 
carbon footprints, not to mention 
the overarching threat of climate 
change. He informed the audience 


that the Caribbean Community 
Climate Change Centre had agreed 
that joint action with the health 
sector and environment was 
essentia] to improving resilience 
and mitigating and preventing the 
problem. In fact, according to Dr. 
Hospedales, a 10% improvement in 
the energy efficiency of the Region's 
hotels, could significantly contribute 
to the reduction of greenhouse 
gases, as well as improve financial 
performance. 

Dr. Hospedales reminded those in 
attendance of the additional issue 
of the health and wellbeing of the 
tourism workforce and preventable 
costly epidemics of overweight 
and non-communicable diseases 
(NCDs) affecting the entire work 
force. He pointed out that high 
levels of overweight and obesity, 
hypertension and diabetes, are 
prevalent among the staff and 
decrease productivity and increase 
health costs. Dr. Hospedales added 
that the tourism workforce health 
and wellness component of the 
programme will be led by the 
Caribbean Tourism Organization, 
with support from CARPHA. 

Sustain able Tourism Product 
Specialist at CTO, Gail Henry, further 


emphasized the need for risk and 
crisis management to ensure that 
potential issues, such as the spread 
of diseases, are minimized and 
that enhanced surveillance and 
responsible reporting of diseases 
was encouraged. 

CARPHA's Tourism and Health 
Programme Coordinator, Dr. Lisa 
Indar, outlined the objectives 
of the Programme, including 
awareness raising for intersectoral 
and interagency collaboration, 
partnerships for addressing tourism 
and health as a joint priority, 
food safety and environmental 
management training and 
certification, public health 
surveillance and response systems 
and devel oping a healthy tourism 
workforce. 

CARPHA and CTO are confident that 
this Tourism and Health Programme 
will result in triple bottom-line 
returns: in health, by having fewer 
and less costly outbreaks* in 
environment, by improving beach 
water quality and reducing the 
impact of climate change; and, in 
the economy by reducing costs 
and improving productivity of the 
tourism workforce.

complete surprise. 

Both '‘Enlisted” — which drew praise for its portrayal ot 
the pressures on tamilies in the military — and “Surviving 
Jack” — which won Christopher Meloiii acclaim — had okay 
reviews, but dismal ratings. It didn’t help that both shows 
aired outside of Fox’s Tuesday comedy block. 

Fox also didn’t pick up three comedy pilots the network had 
already spent time and money shooting. The already hyped 
'‘Fatrick/’ '‘Dead Boss,” and '‘No Place Like Home” will all 
be seeking, ^vell, a new home. 

The network is still deciding the fate of comedy pilots 
“Cabot C o liege” [from TinaFey^ and the Justin Longstarrer 
'‘Sob er Companion,” 

So far, Fox has given series greenlights to four new come¬

PHOTO ALBUM OF LOOTED NAZI 
ART GIVEN TO US ARCHIVE 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A photo album depicting troves 
of precious art works looted by the Nazis during World War 
11 was dotrated Thursday to the National Archives, America’s 
repository of historical arti tacts. 

The album is one of 39 “Hitler albums” — essentially a cat¬ 
alogue of art confiscated by troops operating under orders 
from Der Fuerher. 

The book contains photos of looted paintings and other 
cultural artifacts swiped trom France, which was recovered 
from one ot Hitler’s homes. 

The album was given to the National Archives at a cere¬ 
mony that fell on the anniversary of the war’s end in Europe. 

The evewi was attended by Harry Ettlin ger, 33, one or six 
surviving soldiers from a US army unit tasked with recover¬ 
ing thousands of art works confi scated by the Nazis, 

The aibu in was donated to the National Archives by the 
'‘Monuments Men”Foundation, whose mission is to dissem¬ 
inate the story about the lost works ot art and the Allied 
soldiers who he Iped recover them. 

The photo albums served as important evidence of Nazi 
crimes, and were used at war trials to show the extent of pil¬ 
laging and looting carried out by the Nazis during the war.

They found that people in 
rice-growing regions tended 
to clioose more abstract 
pairings, while people from 
wheat cultures tended to 
pick more analytical pairs. 

People from nce-grow- 
mg regions tended to draw 
themselves smaller than 
wheat-region people wdien 
constructing diagrams of 
social networks, suggesting 
wheat people saw themselves 
as more important than 
others. 

Those from nee provinces 
were also more likely to 
reward their friends and less 
likely to punish them, show¬ 
ing how the ties wi thin the 
group prevailed in social and 
business interactions. 

“It^s easy to think of China 
as a single culture, but we 
found that China has very 
distinct northern and sou th¬ 
em psychological cultures 
and that soufhern China’s 
history of rice farming can 
explain why people in south¬ 
ern china are more interde¬ 
pendent than people in the 
wheat-growing north,” said 
Talhelm. 

He said he first noticed 
diEereiices in outlook and 
attitude while studying in 
china for several years from 
2007. 

Co-authors on the study 
calne from Beijing Nor trial 
University, South China 
Normal University, and the 
University of Michigan, 
Ann Arbor. 

The study also found evi¬ 
dence that more success¬ 
ful patents for inventions 
came from areas where less 
rice was grown, signaling a 
potential link bet^veen wheat 
growing and innovation.

ECB prepares way for further 
policy move next month 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Europe¬ 
an Central Bank held its key rates 
steady Thursday but president 
Mario Draghi gave a strong hint 
that the bank is ready to act next 
month to avert looming deflation. 

At its naonthly naeeting, held m 
Brussels this time instead of the 
u su al venu e of Frankfurt, the ECB's 
governing council kept the key in¬ 
terest rate at the current all-time 
low' of 0.25 percent lor the seventh 
month in a row. 

The announcement sent the euro 
spiking to its highest level in two 
and a naif years, 

Draghi explained that all the 
available mformation pointed the 
eurozone’s current modest recoveiy 
would continue. 

However, the stubbornly low lev¬ 
el of inflation in the single curren¬ 


cy area is hielling fears of possible 
deflation, a destructive downward 
spiral ot falling prices. 

Until now, the ECB has always 
insisted it sees no such dangers. 

But in a surprise departure trom 
the bank’s previous policy of nev¬ 
er p re-committing on interest 
rate moves, Draghi said the deci¬ 
sion-making body was now suffi¬ 
ciently concerned to take more ac¬ 
tion. 

The governing coLincil was “dis- 
satishetP’ with tne current path of 
inflation and was ‘‘not prepared to 
accept it as a tact ot nature,’ Draghi 
said. As a result, the governing 
council “is comfortable with acting 
next time,” he said.

Brazil World Cup claims 
eighth victim as worker 
electrocuted 


RIO DE fANEIRO (AFP) - A 
worker died TliLi rsd ay at a World 
Cup stadiulTi in Brazil after he was 
electrocuted, an official source told 
AFP^ the eighth fatality during cha¬ 
otic preparations tor the footballing; 
showpiece. 

The 32-year-old father-of-two 
was installing lighting iti a corridor 
at the new Pantaiial Arena in Cuiaba 
when he su tiered the electric shock. 
He died despite attempts by emer¬ 
gency services at the scene. 

A spokesman for the regional 
World Cup secretariat tolJ AFP 
work to hnish the 43,000-capac- 
ity venue in central-western Brazil 
w'OLild continue, with the World 
Cup live aveeks away. 

The stadium, which has been run¬ 
ning behind schedule but is due to 
be inaugurated on May 13, will host 
four matches, starting with Chile 
versus Australia on [une 13. 

Sports minister Aldo Rebelo said 
in a statement he was saddened at 
the death ofMohamed Ali Maciel 
Afonso and sent condolences to the 
family 

A series ot fatal accidents have 
marred preparations tor the June 
12-July 13 tournament in 12 cities 
across Brazil. 


Th ree workers died in the A rena 
Amazonia in the city of Manaus, and 
three other fatalities occurred at Sao 
Paulo^s much-delayed Corinthians 
Arena, which hosts the opening 
match between Brazil and Croatia 
on [une 12. 

There was a turcher death at the 
new stadium in the capital Brasilia 
in 2012. 

Brazil has been racing against the 
clock to complete preparations, not 
only at stadiums but also in terms of 
transport links and ageing airports. 

Half ot the 12 stadiums missed a 
D ec ember 31 FIFA d eadline to be 
ready and in addition to Cuiaba, Sao 
Paulo, Curitiba and Porto Alegre are 
also yet to be completed . 

FIFA, world tootbalVs governing 
body, has repeatedly decried the 
hosts’ 'daSt-minute” approach but 
says the stadiums will be ready by 
the time the action starts.
